Hundreds Crowd to Touch His Hand 
and His Reception Recalls the 
Meetings of 1896. 


SPRINGFIELD, Il, Jan, 5.—The hearty 
indorsement of William J. Bryan by the 
Democratic State Committee seems to have 
surprised the opposition. For several 
months the story has been going the rounds 
that a determined coalition had been formed 


to turn down Bryan and Altgeld in lliinois, 
largely in favor of Carter H. Harrison, 
the Mayor of Chicago, who, industrious 
rumor said, was the favorite of Tammany, 
representative of the Democracy ol the 
East, and the one man who could bring 
back to the fold the gold Democrats. Never- 
theless, Bryan came to Springfield and the 
Democratic State Committee postponed ac- 
tion until after developments at the re- 
ception tendered at Music Hall. The mem- 
bers of the committee saw the hall packed 
‘to its doors: they saw an ovation of the 
Nebraskan not exceeded in respect and 
enthusiasm by the notable gatherings of 
1896; they heard his argument for sliver 
and against expansion interrupted by cheer- 
ing fcr minutes at a time; they saw hun- 
dreds use force against each other to gain 
the privilege of touching his hand; they 
heard one veteran Democratic legislator 
shout, “I want to shake with the man 
who got six and one-half million votes and 
did not steal one of them,”’ and they heard 
the prolonged huzzas that followed expres- 
gion of sentiment; then they resolved for 
Bryan, against expansion, for the Chicago 
platform in toto, and they resolved with 
unanimity and enthus-asm. 

Bryan spoke at Music Hall to all the

of admission stood about outside and talked 
Bryan and Bryanism.

SUDDEN TERMINATION 
OF A FAMOUS CASE. 


“Dublin” Roberts to Be Punished by 
Imprisonment in the Penitentiary 
—Two Men Were Acquitted 
of the Crime. 


The last chapter of a famous murder 
case was closed Thursday, when William 
Roberts, alias ‘‘Dublin,”’ was sentenced to 
the penitentiary for ten years on a plea 
of guilty of murder in the second degree. 

This disposition of the case created sur- 
prise, as it was generally believed that 
Roberts would stand trial. He had already 
pleaded not guilty of murder in the first 
degree and the case was set for trial in 
Judge Talty’s division of the Criminal Court 
Thursday. 

*“Dublin’’ was one of three men accused 
of murdering Jacob Weinand at Broadway 
and Bellefontaine road, in December, 1897. 
Weinand was an old man and lived with 
bis wife in a frame cottage. On that day 
Mrs. Weinand visited friends. When she 
peturned home in the evening she found 
Rer husband lying dead in the kitchen. 
His hands and feet were bound and there 


nowledged his own. connection with th 
murder. 

On the first trial of Nolan the jury dis. 
agreed. A second trial, at which “Dublin” 
for a third time told his story, resulted tn 
an acquittal. 

When “Dublin” was arraigned to answer 
a charge of-murder in the first degree he 
plead not guilty. This was against his 
own wish, but he was advised that his own 
confession could not be 
and sufficient additional evidence could not 
be brought forward to convict him. 

When the case was called for trial Thure- 
day morning only three unimportant wit- 
nesses for the State appeared. 

Assistant Cireuit Attorney Krone stepped 
forward and said: “Your Honor, the de- 
fendant desires to withdraw his plea of 
not guilty of murderer jin the first degree 
and enter 4 plea of guilty of murder in the 
second degree,.”’ 

“Dublin” was escorted into court. He was 
well dressed. well groomed and _ looked 
aggressively healthy. In response to ques- 
a he stated his desire to withdraw his

The disposition of the case caused much 
comment about the Four Courts, from the 
fact that ‘“‘Dublin,’’ after turning State’s 
evidence and testifying for the State in 
two trials, was in the end the only one of 
the three accuséd punished. 


Assistant Circuit Attorney Krone was 


satisfied with the outcome. 


“Ever since Cromwell's time,” he said, 
“it has been the custom to extend clemency 
to prisoners who turn State's evidence. It 
is a mistaken popular notion, however, to 
suppose that there is anything in law which 
calls for their complete deliverance, though 
that hss .been often done. 

‘It is customary to permit the prisoner to 
withdraw his plea and plead guilty to a 
lesser degree. The trial judge may, if he

There {3 a continuance of activity in the 
fron and metal trades, although, on the 
whole, the market is not quite s0 feverish 
as it has been. As a matter of fact, pro- 
ducers, loaded for many months to come, 
are keeping within a narrew circle of regu- 
lar cusiomers, and are inclined to discour- 
age anything which must foster specula- 
tion. How heavily the steel works are en- 
gaged is indicated by the fact that one 
lafge concern has 1,000,000 tons of orders on 
{tg books, while similar figures relatively 
are reported from other works. 

One factor is now coming to the surface, 
and that is that the railroads, with the 
heavy tonnage offerings, are withdrawing 
the special freight rates on iron and iron 
products, thus enhancing the delivered 


prices. 
In the cruder materials the markets are 


relatively quiet at stationary prices. This 
ig notably the case with Bessemer pig iron 
and with steel billets and wire rods. 

In finished material, however, in which 
values have been lagging behind, the first 
impulse is coming. The Beam Association 
has advanced prices for beams $2 per ton, 
and other forms of structural iron are also 
up. Bars are advancing, the large demand 


continuing. Our Chicago correspondent 
notes the sale of one biock of 10,00 tons 
to an- agricultural implement maker. Plates 
are stiffer and business is only restricted 
by the inability to make deliveries. Chicago 
notes a sale of 60,0W tons, delivery at tne 
seller's option. 

In the rail trade the Western mills have 
raised prices $2 per ton, which seems to 
have ciinched a number of outstanding 
options.

The board says truly that poorhouses properly come under 
the head of charity, but as now conducted might well be called 
penal institutions. “The penalty for being poor and afflicted is 
executed witn neglect, amounting to severity. The poorhouse 
Was originally designed to be a home for unfortunate tax- 
payers. The prison idea was never contemplated.” 

Several instances of horrible conditions are given by the 
board. “In one poorhouse an intelligent young lady who had 
geen Leiter days was found in a room with a poor, driveling 
idiot. Just acrdss the hali could be heard the wild shrieks 
of the insane.’

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POLICE REORGANIZATION. 


That a bill for the reorganization and increase of the St. 
Louis police force will be introduced in the State Legislature 
this secsion may be regarded as settled. A strong delegation 
of police officials, headed by Vice-President Hawes, is now in 
Jefferson City to push the reorganization plan. 

It is understood that the bill will provide for the increase of 
the force in accordance with the plans of the present police ad- 
ministration and for sufficient appropriations from the: city’s 
revenues to support the increased force. 

The present situation of the Police Department is about as 
bad as it can be. The force is inadequate for the city’s re- 
quirements. The majority of-the Police Commissioners being 
Democrats holding commissions from the Governor. and the 
majority of the Municipal Assembly being Republicans in 
subjection to the Republican machine, it is impossible to get 
the two bodies together for the betterment of the force. The 
Municipal Assembly refuses to sanction the increase of the 
force without compensation in the form of police appointments. 
It has reduced the department to appropriations so meager 
that the present inadequate force must be laid off' a month 
to make both ends meet. 

This condition reduces the police situation to an intolerable 
absurdity. In the organic law of the city the Police Depart- 
ment is made a State institution. The police power resides 
in the State government and all the machinery for the sup- 
pression of crime is controlled by State officers. It ‘seems ab- 
surd to invest a State Board with the control of the police 
but nake it dependent upon the: city legislature for support. 
It is helpless iu the hands of a body which may be inimical to 
the police management, and which by cutting off supplies can 
render the Board unable to exercise its police power or main- 
tain a eufficient force of patrolmen. 

But if the State Legislature steps in and taking the whole 
matter into its hands provides for the increase of the force 
and the pay of the men it should at the same time give the 
people of the city assurance of the honesty of its purpose. It 
should so frame the law that existing partisan abuses shall be 
cut off and the force shall be safeguarded from future abuses. 

Two provisions to protect the force from partisan abuses an? 
assure its management for police purposes alone should be 
inserted in the bill. The Board should be bi-partisan and the 
appointment and promotion of patrolmen placed absolutely on 
a merit basis. 

Public policy and common decency demand that if the State 
Legislature take the control of the police wholly out of the 
hands of the city it shall guarantee its management for public 
objects alone and the security of the police fiower from parti- 
san abuse.

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ILLINOIS’ SCHOOL REPORT. 


Large Increase in Attendance and Ex- 
penditures During Six Months. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Jan. 5.—The bien- 
nial report of the State Superintendent of 
Instruction, ready for the publisher, shows 
an increase in the number of pupils en- 
rolled, and in attendance upon the public 
schools, an increase in the expénditure for 
public school purposes, and in the num- 
ber of volumes in district “libraries. in 
1896 the number of children of school age 
in the State was 1,384,367, and in 1898 25 
442 an increase for the two years of l4l,- 
075. The number of pupils enroiled in pub- 
lic schools in 1896 was 898,619, and in 1898 
was 939,163, the increase being 40,544. The 
average number of pupils in attendance i! 
1896 was 681,515, for 1898 was 729,220, the in- 
crease being 47,705. 

The average duration of public schools 
during i896 was 157.9 days, while in 1898 it 
was 158.7 days. In 1896 75.7 per cent of those 
enrolled, were in daily attendance, while in 
1898 the daily attendance of those enrolled 
was 78.2 per cent. The uverage numbeéftf of 
days of attendance of each pupil enroiled 
in 1896 was 119.7, and in 1898 123.2 per cent. 

Male teachers were paid in 189% an aver- 
age of $59.76 per month. and in 1898 an aver- 
age of $60.87. The average monthly wages 
paid female teachers in 1896 was $50.63, and 
in 1898 $51.84. The amount paid for teachers’ 
salaries in 1896 was $958 934.99, and in 18$8 
$10,792,300, the increase being $833.365.01. 

In 1896 the total expenditure for public 
school purposes was $16,868,964.48 In} 1898 
these expenditures aggregated $17.017,893.76, 
an inerease for two vears of $148,928.28. The 
estimated value of school property, not in- 
cluding State educational] institutions. was 
in 1896, $43.765,475: in 1898 it was $48,706,943. 
The number of volumes in district libraries 
in 1896 was 332.586, in 1898 430,581. the gain in 
the two ve&ars be'’ng 97.995 voiumes. The 
permanent productive school funds of the 
State. not including the State University, 
were in 18% $15,614,627.31, and in 1898 $15,- 
479,457.42.

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Because Fred Hartmann, a structural / 
iron-worker, living at 807 Russel] avenue 
was unsuccessful in securing contracts, he 
cut his: throat. 

He was sent to the City Hospital Thurs- 
day morning, where he lies in a serious 
cendition. 

Hartmann is 69 years old and, the city 
physicians believe, dementetd. He has 
@ wife and five children at his home. For 
fear these would attempt to stay his hand, 
the old man left the house after supper 
Wednesday evening. He boarded a South- 
ern Electric car and rodemmouth. He left 
the car when it reached the top of the 


hill beyond River des Peres, and entered 
the wooded tract that stretches from_ the 
tracks toward the Mississippi river. 

In his pocket was his freshly whetted 
razor. Before using it he decided to take a 
nap, and says he believed he slept several 
hours before. bcing ‘awakened by the cold. 
The care had stopped running he says and 
no one was in sight. 

He sat on the ground, and propped him- 
self comfortably against. a tree, then 

ssed the keen blade across his throat. 

he incision, varying in depth, reaches 
nearly from ear to ear. It is deepest near 
the windpipe, which is believed to be unin- 
jured. 

Hartmann remembers the gush of blood, 
@nd says he lost consciousness then. The 
sharp morning air partially revived him, 
and the loud clanging of the car gongs did 
the rest. He knew he had been unsuccess- 
ful and decided that he would go home. 

Pulling a black muffler up over the gap- 
ing wound he scrambled down the embank- 

»ment and hailed a northbound car. 

Conductor August Schultz of 4041 South 
Broadway noticed the old man’s weakened 
condition, but gave it. no thought until 
Hartmann carelessly shifted his position, 
disarranging the black scarf. One end of 
the long cut was thus exposed. 

Schultz said nothing, but kept a sharp 
eye out for a policeman. Patrolman Ward 
was pissing along Jefferson avenue on his 
way to the Second District Station. 

Schultz hailed him and he took charge of 
Hartmann. e old man offered no resist- 
ance, but stared vacantly at the officer and 
mumbled to himself in German. 

An ambulance was called and the old 

‘man sent to the City Dispensary, where Dr. 
Kearney gave the attention most needed. 

" There Hartmann said he wanted to die be- 
c the world conspired to cheat him out 
of a living. 

He said every contract he bid for was 
taken from him because somebody. found 
out his figures and told them to the other 
bidders. e counted 10 good contracts 
which. he says he lost in that way. 

He has a ful] white peard and speaks no 
English. 

He was forwarded to the City Hospital 
by Dr. Kearney, where an investigation will 
be made as to his sanity.

She charged that Bech- 
told abused and threatened her and had 
tried to have her put in an insane asylum.

“Last Saturday he scattered coals of fire 
on the floor,’ said Miss Dowling, ‘‘and 
when we started to sweep them up he made 
us quit and said ‘let it burn.” Some men 
put him out of the house.” 

“About three months ago,” said Mrs. 
Bechtold, “he brought a package of strych- 
nine home and when I found it and hid it, 
and spoke to him about it he satd he 
brought it home to kill me with. Here it 
ig.’’ 

Mrs. Bechtold exhibited a package la- 
belled strychnine, that came from a drug 
Easton avenue. 

Col. Johnson advised Mrs. Bechtold to 
apply for a police summons against her 
husband. She did so and it was issued. 

Bechtold served on the police force 20 
years.

BUT THE ADMINISTRATION 
FORCES STOOD SOLIDLY. 


The Democratic Minority Claims That 
the Lobby Will Be in Full Con- 
trol of All Legislation.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 5.—The

Then I 
worked in Omaha and was doing all I could 
to obtain work here when I was arrested. 

“My wife and I had a room at 615 South 
Broadway. I don’t know what will become 
of her unless they release me. Some man 
told me he would see the Mayor tor me 
and try and have my fine remitted.’

One or Both of Them May Be Seen in 
the Western League Next Season. 
Special 10 the Post-Dispatch. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Jan. 5.—There is a 
possibility that Indianapolis will not be 
represented in the Western League the 
coming season, or in fact, any baseball or- 
ganization, 

Then again, it may only result in the 
dropping out of the present Indianapolis 
Club and the substitution of another by the 


League itself. All this is brought about by 
the action of the Indianapolis City Council 
in determining to cut a street through the 
Ball Park at Indianapolis. 

An official of the Indianapolis Club {js au- 
thority for the statement ‘‘That if the city 
cuts through the park the Indianapolis 
Club will go out of business the coming 
season.”’ These are plain facts and may 
¢nange the complexion of the Western 
League for the season of 1899. 

When President Killilea, of the Milwaukee 
Club, was shown a dispatch this morning 
referring to the matter, he opened up and 
gave his views in the following language: 

“It would not be surprising to me to see 
the Hoosier city out of the circuit entirely, 
but, of course, I am - not looking for any- 
thing like that at present.
